During  the  year "an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  one  of  the 
Elementary  Schools  during  August,  immediately  after  the  Summer 
Holidays,  The  outbreak  was  of  a mild  type  and  spread  throughout  , 
the  district,  continuing  through  the  winter  until  Spring,  when  it 
gradually  died  out,  also  there  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  • 
which  lasted  from  March  till  November,

13  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  v/ore  notified  during  the.  year,  - — 
3 being  transferred  from  other  districts,  and  12  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  2 being  transfers. 

Seven  deaths  occurred  which  wore  duo  to  Pulmonary  form  of’  the  disease.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area; 

^ A T E R : (piped  Supply); 

The  Urban  District  Council  are  the  V/ator  Authority. 

The  Stockport  Corporation  suppj.y  the  District  (in  bulk) 
from  three  sourcoe-,  the  Kinder j Goyt  Valley,  and  Lyme  Park. 

Manchester  .Corporation  vmo  ov/n  Longdendalo  Reservoir 
collect  samples  wne.hly  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
at  frequent  interva.j.B;  for  chemical  analysis.  (A)  See  attached. 
Stockport  Corporation  collect  samples  from  Kinder  and  Goyt 
Valley,  and  Lyme  Park  sou3?ces-,  the  latter  two  supplying 
v;ator  to  the  now  service  reservoir  at  Greavc,  Romiley,  since 
June  1939.^  . This  Reservoir  holds  2,500,000  gallons,  and  the 
top  water  level  is  573  feet  0,D,  and  supplies  parts  of 
Romiley  and  V/oodloy.  The  Lyme  Park  supply  is  included  as 
a nev/  Filtration  Plant,  has  been  put  on  this  source  and  it 
is  delivered'  into  the  same  service  reservoir  as  that  from 
the  Goyt  Valley,  so  that  this  water  is  also  serving  a 
portion  of  this  district.  Samples  are  sent  monthly  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  and  extra  samples 
are  sent  each  week  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Copies  of  the  analyst's  reports  have  been  received  from  the 
suppliers,  and  in  eac'.  case  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

The  supply  is  filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  supply  of 
water  has  also  been  sufficient  in  quantity  and  pressure. 

PRIV/.TE  SUPPLIES  » 

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  Corapstall  area  formerly  received 
their  supply  from  tv/o  privately  owned  open  reservoirs 
which  v/eru  condemned,  and  from  springs,  wells,  etc.,  but  a 
■■  -public  supply  was  laid  on  in  November  1939®  Certain  houses 
in  the  other  rural  parts  of  the  district  are  supplied  by 
v/ells  and' springs,  which  are  kept  under  observation. 

Pour  samples  of  the  Longdendalo  Supply  were  taken  in 
February,  June,  August,  and  December,  and  the  report  of 
the  analyst  is  as  follov/s  S'*-’ 

’’The  Vator  is  subject  to  seasonal  variation,  which 
mainly  affects  the  colour  and  the  organic  matter 
content  as  raeasurGd  by  the  oxygen  absorbed  test. 

The  other  results  are  satisfactory. 

Tho  bacteriological  results  are  excellont . 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sr-fcrage; 


The  reconstruction  of  tho  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  at  Lower 
Brodbury  was  completed  and  brought  into  full  use  in  the  year 
1940.  Sev;agc  for  the  whole  of  the  district  is  dealt  with 
at  these  v/orks.  Samples  of  the  effluent  are  taken  by  the 
Lancashire  Rivers  Board  and  are  invariably  satisfactory, 

In  connection  with  the  land  acquired  for  sludge  disposal 
tenders  v/cro  invi'cod  in  January  1940  for  the  construction 
of  a small,  Stoi’j.ige  Tankj  Drainage,  Ditches,  together  with 
appurtenant  works <>  A tandci'  was  accepted,  but  difficiiltios 
in  '•onnection  v/itb,  Imbour  and  material  arose,  and  it  was 
not  until  June  19'  th'. I:  th^.;  wox'k  was  completed.

The  Highfielcl  Senior  School  catering  for  children  of 
i1  plus,  was  opened  in  June,  1941  when  all  other  schools  in  the 
area  became  buildings  for  infants  and  juniors  up  to  11  years  of  age 

In  order  to  cater  for  children  in  the  Lower  Bredbury  area 
a site  to  the  roar  of  Elm  Tree  Farm  has  been  earmarked  and  an 
endeavour  is  being  made  to  persuade  the  appropriate  Government 
Department  to  allow  the  Education  Authority  to  acq.uiro  this  site 
for  the  erection  thereon  of  a Junior  & Infants'  School. 

Feeding  of  Sj3hool_  Each  school  now  has  its  ovrn  Canteen 

arrangement's c At  the  Highfield  School^  food  is  cooked  and  served 
on  the  premises,  a Canteen  having  been  provided  for  each  Department 
Boys  and  Girls At  Compstalj.  the  children  attend  the  l.'^ission  Hall 
Canteen  on  the  Cowpstall  Road,  v/here  there  is  another  Canteen 
providing  and  cooking  its  ovm  meals  for  children  attending  schools 
at  Compstall  ^nd  Marple  Bridge.,  In  the  case  of  Bredbury  Council 
Barrack  Hill  School,  Hoodie,  School,  and  Bredbury  Church  of  England 
School,  dinners  are  provided  from  the  Mottram  Cooking  Depot, 
Arrangements  are  being  negotiated  for  a service  of  meals  at  the 
Romiley  Council  -Schoolc  All  scholars  who  v/ish  to  partake  of  mid- 
day meals  in  the  Urban  District  are,  therefore,  v/ell  provided  for. 

Nursery  Class.  At  Bredbury  Council  (Barrack  Hill)  School,  there 
is  a Nursery  Class  established,  2 rooms  being  occupied  for  this 
purpose  and  a Child  Care  Reserve  (Homan)  has  been  engaged  to  v;ork 
7/ith  the  class  teacher  specially  appointed  for  this  Nursery  Class. 

Milk  in  Schools.  Every  child  is  encouraged  to  take  milk  in 
schools  and  there  is  an  adequate  and.  good  supply  available  in  each 
school  a
